The President read from rl 
printed slips. Occasionally he fum- 
bled a word and had to go back and 
repeat. But the effect on the whole 
was pleasing. The President's fine 
voice always stood him in good stead. 
It was noticed that he has not dis- 
carded “normalcy.” 

The speech dealt with a variety 
of topics. The first sentence of it, 
containing a peace sentiment, won 
applause, which was repeated = in 
greater measure when the President 
said. in obvious reference to the 
work of the arms conference, that 
there were “‘growing assurances” of 
the permanency of peace. 

As if anticipating opposition to 
some of his recommendations, the 
President early in his message has- 
tened to assure the Congress that 
he had no thought of encroaching 
on its prerogatives. He stressed, as 
he often has done, the need of co- 
operation between the executive and 
legislative branches. 

He came then to a discussion of 
party Government and repeated his 
creed that the party in power must 
assume responsibility, decide upon 
its policies “in the conference which 
supplements conventions and elec- 
tion campaigns,” and strive to get 
these policies accepted. Here he was 
pleading with the Republican side to 
stand together and abide by the will 
of the caucus. 

The Republicans applauded this 
little political homily and the Demo- 
crates sat silent. 

Hits at Agricultural Bloc.

Upholds Wilson's Position. 


A notable feature of the Presi- 
dent's address was his appeal to 
‘ongress to tolerate for a few weeks 
his noncompliance with the Jones— 
shipping act, which directed the exe- 
cutive to terminate existing com- 
mercial treaties. This injunction was. 
firet laid by Congress upon Pres)- 
dent Wilson. Wilson ignored it, for 
the same reasons as those put forth 
today by President Harding. Some 
of the bitterest of Wilson's enemies 
said that he ought to be impeached. 

Harding took over the Wilson po- 
sition amid applause from the Dem- 
ocrate. He deciared that denuncia- | 
tion of the treaties would only in- | 
volve a troubled world in greater 
confusion. He promised to offer 
another plan for the expansion of 
the American merchant marine, one

Text of Presidcnt’s Address. 
By the Associated Press 

The text of President Harding's 
message to Congress follows: 

“Mr. Speaker and Members of 
the Congress: 

“It is a very gratifying privilege 
to come to the Congress with the 
republic at peace with all the na- 
tions of the world. More. it is 
equally gratifying to report that 
our country is not only free from 
every impending menace of war, 
but there are growing assurances 
of the permanency of the peace 
which we so deeply cherish. 

“For approximately 10 years we 
have dwelt amid menaces of war 
or as participants in war's actual- 
ities, and the inevitable aftermath, 
with its disordered conditions, has 
added to the difficulties of govern- 
ment, which adequately cannot be 
appraised except by those who are 
in immediate contact and know 
the responsibilities. Our § tasks 
would be less difficult if we had 
only ourselves to consider; but so 
much of the world was involved. 
the disordered conditions are so 
well nigh universal, even among 
nations not engaged in actual war- 
fare, that no permanent readjust- 
ments can be effected without con- 
sideration of our inescapable re- 
lationship to world affairs in 
finance and trade. tndeed, we 
ehould be unworthy of our best tra- 
ditions if we were unmindful of 
social, moral, and political condi- 
tions which are not of direct con- 
cern to us, but which do appeal to 
the human sympathies and the 
very becoming interest of a people 
blest with our national good for- 
tune. 

“It is not my purpose to bring 
to you a program of world resto- 
ration. In the main such a pro- 
gram must be worked out by the 
nations most directly concerned. 
They must themselves turn to the 
heroic remedies for the menacing 
conditions under which they are 
struggiing. then we can help, and 
we mean to help. We shal! do so 
unselfishly because there is com- 
pensation in the consciousness of 
assisting. selfishiy because the 
commerce and international ex- 
changes in trade, which marked 
our high tide of fortunate  ad- 
vancement, are possible only when 
the nations of all continents are 
restored to stable order and nor- 
mal relationship. 


Co-Operation of Congress. 

“In the matin contribution of 
this republic to restored normalcy 
in the world must come through 
the initiative of the executive 
branch of the Government, but 
the best of intentions and most 
carefully considered purposes 
would fail utterly if the sanction 
and the co-operation of Congress 
were not cheerfully accorded. 

“T am very sure we shall have 
no conflict of opinion about con- 
stitutional duties oor authority. 
During the anxieties of war, when 
necessity seemed compelling, there 
were excessive grantea of authority 
and an extraordinary concentra- 
tion of powers in the chief execu- 
tive. The repeal of war-time leg- 
islation and the automatic expira- 
tions which attend the peace proc- 
lamations have put an end to these 
emergency excesses. but I have 
the wish to go further than that. 
1 want to join you tn restoring, in 
the most cordial way, the spirit 
of co-ordination and co-operation, 
and that mutuality of confidence 
and respect which is necessary in 
representative popular govern- 
ment. 

“Encroachment upon the func- 
tions of Congress or attempted 
dictation of its policy are not to 
be thought of, much less attempt- 
ed, but there is an ineistent call 
for harmony of purpose and con- 
cord of action to speed the solu- 
tion of the difficult problems con- 
fronting both the legislative and 
executive branches of the Govern- 
ment. 

“Tt is worth while to make al- 
lusion here to the character of our 
Government, mindful as one must 
be that an address to vou is no 
less & message io all our people, 
for whom you speak most inti- 
mately. Ours its a popular Gov- 
ernment through political parties. 
We divide along political lines, and 
1 would ever have it so. I! do not 
mean that partisan preferences 
should hinder anys public servant 
in the performance of a con- 
aciertiouse and patriotic § official 
duty. We saw partisan lines ut- 
terly obliterated when war im- 
periled. and our faith tm the re- 
public waa riveted anew. We ought 
not find these partisan lines ob- 
structing the expeditious solution 
of the urgent problems of peace. 

“Granting that we are funda- 
mentalivy a rerresentative Govern- 
ment, With political parties the 
governing agencies, I believe the 
political party in power should as- 
surne reaponsibility, determine up- 
on  policie in the conference 
which supplemente conventions 
and election campaigna, and then 
strive for achievement § through 
adherence to the accepted poliey.

1 
am not unmindful of the very dif- 
ficult tasks with which you were 
called to deal, and no one can 
ignore the _ insistent conditions 
which, during recent years, have

“It would. suggest insincerity if 
I expressed complete accord with 
every expression recorded in your 
roll calls, but we are all agreed 
about the difficulties and the in- 
evitable divergence of opinion in 
seeking the reduction, amellora- 
tion and readjustment of the bur- 
dens of taxation. Later on. when 
other problems are solved, I shal! 
make some recommendations 
about renewed consideration of 
our tax program. but for the 
mediate time before us, we must 
be content with the billion dollar 
reduction in the tax draft upon 
the people, and diminished irrita- 
tions. banished uncertainty and 
improved methods of collection. 
By your sustainment of the rigid 
economies already inaugurated, 
with hoped-for extension of these 
economies and added efficiencies in 
administration, I believe further 
reductions may be enacted and 
hindering burdens abolished. 

“In these urgent economies we 
shall be immensely assisted by the 
budget system for which you made 
provision in the extraordinary ses- 
sion. The first hudget is before 
you. Its preparation is a signal 
achievement and the perfection of 
the system. a thing impossible in 
the few months available for its 
initial trial. will mark its enact- 
ment as the beginning of the 
greatest reformation in Governt- 
al practices since the beginning of 
the republic. 


Funding of Foreign Debt. 


“There is pending a_ grant of 
authority to the authoritative 
branch of the Government for the 
funding and settlement of our vast 
foreign loans growing out of our 
grant of war credits With the 
hands of the executive branch 
held impotent to deal with these 
debts. we are hindering urgent re- 
adjustment among our debtors 
and accomplishing nothing for 
ourselves. I think it is fair for 
the Congreas to assume that the 
executive branch of the Govern- 
ment would adopt no major polleyv 
in dealing with these matters 
which would = conflict with the 
purpose of Congress in authorizing 
the loans, certainly not without 
asking congressional! approval. 
but there are mino problems in- 
cident to prudent loans traneac- 
tions and the safeguarding of our 
interesta which cannot even be 
attempted without this authoriza-

Necessity of Tariff Legislation. 

‘“"‘There is before vou the com- 
pletion of the enactment of what 
has been termed a ‘permanent’ 
tariff law. the world ‘permanent’ 
being used to distinguish it from 
the emergency act which the Con- 
gress expedited early in the ex- 
traordinary session, and which is 
the law today. I cannot too 
strongly urge an early completion 
of this necessary legislation. It is 
needed to stabilize our industrv 
at home: it is essential to make 
more definite our trade relations 
abroad. More. it is vital in the 
preservation of many of our own 
industries, which contribute so 
notably to the very life-blood of 
our nation, 

“There is now, and there always 
will be, a storm of conflicting 
opinion about any tariff revision. 
We cannot go far wrong when we 
base our tariffs on the policy of 
preserving the productive activi- 
ties, Which cnhance . employment 
ard add to our national prosper- 
ity. 

“Again comes the reminder that 
we must not be unmindful of 
world conditions; that people are 
Struggling for industrial rehabili- 
tation an’ that we cannot dwell in 
industrial and commercial exclu- 
sion and ut the same time do the 
just thing in aid world reorganiza- 
tion and readjustment. We do not 
seek a selfish aloofness, and we 
covld not profit by it, were it 
possible. We recognize the neces- 
Sity of buying wherever we sell, 
and the permanency of trade lies 
in its acceptable exchanges. In 
our pursuit of mavkets we must 
give as well as receive. We can- 
not sell t» others who do not pro- 
duce, nor ern we buy unless we 
produce at home. Sensible of ev- 
ery obligation of humanity. com- 
merce and finance, linked as they 
are in the present world condi 
tions, it is not to be argued that 
we nee. destroy ourselv’s to be 
helpful to with all my 
heart I wish restoration to the 
peoples blighted by the awful 
world w.r, but the process of res- 
toration does not lie in our ac- 
ceptance o. like conditions.

Doubtless we are justified in 
seeking a more flexible policy than 
we have provided heretofore. | 
hope a way will be found to make 
for flexibility and elasticity, so 
that rates may be adjusted to meet 
unusual and changing conditions. 
which cannot be accurately antic- 
ipated. There are problems inci- 
dent to unfair practices, and to 
exchanges which madness in 
money have made almost unsolva- 
ble. I know of no manner in 
which to effect this flexibility oth- 
er than the extension of the 
powers of the Tariff Commission. 
so that it can adapt itself toa 
scientific and wholly just adminis- 
tration of the law. 

“Tam not unmindful of the con- 
stitutional difficulties. These can 
be met by giving authority to the 
chief executive, who could pro- 
claim additional duties to meet 
conditions which the Congress may 
designate. 

“At this point I must disavow 
any desire to enlarge the execu- 
tive’s powers or add to the respon- 
sibilities of the office. They are 
already too large. If there were 
any other plan I would prefer it. 

“The grant of authority to pro- 
claim would necessarily bring the 
Tariff Commission into new and 
enlarged activities, because no erx- 
ecutive could discharge auch a 
duty except upon the information 
acquired and recommendations by 
this commission. But the plan is 
feasible, and the proper function- 
ing of the board would give us a 
better administration of a defined 
policy than ever can be made pos- 
sible by tariff duties prescribed 
without flexibility. 

“There is a manifest difference 
of opinion about the American 
valuation. Many nations have 
adoped delivery valuation as the 
basis for collecting duties: that is. 
they take the cost of the imports 
delivered at the port of 
the basis for levying duty. It is no 
radical departure, in view of the 
varying conditions and the disor- 
dered state of money values, to 
provide for American valuation. 
but there cannot be ignored the 
danger of such a valuation, 
brought to the level of our own 
production costs, making our tar- 
‘ffs prohibitive. It might do so in 
many instunces where § imports 
ought to be encouraged. I believe 
Congress ought well to consider 
the desirability of the only prom- 
ising alternative. namely. a provi- 
sion authorizing proclaimed Amer- 
ican valuation, under prescribed 
conditions, on any given list of ar- 
ticles imported. 

“In this proposed 
authorizing the increases to meet 
conditions so likely to change, 
there should also be provision for 
decreases. A rate may be just to- 
day, and entirely out-of proportion 
six months from today. If our tar- 
iffs are to be made equitable, and 
not necessarily burden our im- 
ports and hinder our trade abroad, 
frequent adjustment will be neces- 
sary for years to come. Knowing 
the impossiblity of modification 
by act of Congress for any one or 
a score of lines without involving 
a long array of schedules I think 
we shall go a long way toward sta- 
bilization if there is recognition of 
the tariff commission's fitness to 
recommend urgent changes by 
proclamation. 

“Tam sure about 
favoring the early 
of our tariff policy There have 
been reassuring signs of a busi- 
ness revival from the deep slump 
which all the world has been ex- 
periencing. Our unemployment, 
which gave us deep concern only 
a few weeks ago, has grown en- 
couragingly less, and ew assur- 
ances and renewed confidence will 
attend the congressional declara- 
tion that American industry will 
be held secure. 

“Much has been said about the 
protective policy for ourselves 
making it impossible for our debt- 
ors to discharge their obligation 
to us. This is a contention not 
now pressing for decision. [If we 
must choose between a people in 
idleness pressing for the payment 
of indebtedness, or a people re- 
suming the normal ways of em- 
ployment and carrying the credit, 
let us choose the latter. 
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Promoting Employment. 


“Sometimes we appraise larg- 
est the human ill most vivid in our 
minds. We have been giving and 
are giving now. of our influence 
and appeals to minimize the like- 
lihood of war and throw off the 
crushing burdens of armament. 
It is all very earnest, with a na- 
tional soul impelling. But a peo- 
ple, unemployed and gaunt with 
hunger, face a situation quite as 
disheartening as war. and. our 
greater obligation today is to do 
the Governmnet's part toward re- 
suming productivity and promot- 
ing fortunate and remunerative 
employment 

“Something more than tariff 
protection is required by American 
agriculture. To the farm has 
come the earlier and the heavier 
burdens of readjustment. There 
is actual depression in our agri- 
cultural industry,, while agricul- 
tural proeperity is absolutely eas- 
sential to the general prosperity 
of the country. 

“Congress has sought very earn- 
estly to provide relief. It has 
promptly given such temporary re- 
lief as has been poasible. but the 
call is insistent for the permanent 
solution It is inevitable that 
large cropa lower the prices and 
short crops advance them No 
legislation can cure that funda- 
mental law But there must be 
some economic * solution for the 
excessive variation in returns for 
agricultural nroduction 

“It is rather shocking to be told. 
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and to have the statement strong- 
ly supported, that 9,000,000 bales 
of cotton, raised on American 
plantations in a given year, will 
actually be worth more to the 
producers than 13.000,000° bales 
would have been. Equally shock- 
ing is the statement that 70¥,900,- 
000 bushels of wheat, raisec bv 
American farmers. would bring 
them more money than a billion 
bushels. Yet these are not exag- 
gerated statements. In a world 
where there are tens of millions 
who need food and clothing. 
which they cannot get. such a 
condition ise sure to indict the so- 
cial system which maker it possi- 
ble. 
Remedy in Marketing 

“In the main the remedy lies tn 
distribution and marketing. Every 
proper encouragentent should be 
given to the co-operative market- 
ing programs. These have proven 
very helpful to the co-operating 
communities in Europe. in Rus- 
sia. the co-operative community 
has become the recognized bul- 
wark of law and order, and saved 
individualism from engulfment in 
social paralysis. Ultimately they 
will be accredited with the salva- 
tion of the Russian state 

“There is the appeal for this 
experiment Why not try it? No 
one challenges the right of the 
farmer to a larger share of the 
consumers pay for his product; no 
one can dispute that we cannot 
live withont the farmer Hie is 
justified in rebelling against the 
transportation cost Given a fair 
return for his labor he will have 
less occasion to appeal for finan- 
cial aid: and, given assurance that 
his labors shali not be in vain, we 
reassure all the people of a pro- 
duction sufficient to meet our na- 
tional requirement and guard 
against disaster. 

“The base of the pyramid of 
civilization which rests upon the 
soil is shrinking through the drift 
of population from farm to city. 
i‘or a generation we have been 
expressing more or less concern 
about this tendency. Economiste 
have warned and statesmen have 
deplored. We thought for a time 
that modern conveniences and the 
more intimate contact would halt 
the movement, but it has gone 
steadily on. Perhaps only grim 
necessity will correct it. but we 
ought to find a leas drastic remedy. 


Evils of Rate Situation. 

“The existing scheme of adjust- 
ing freight rates has been favor- 
ing the basing points, until indus- 
tries are attracted to some cen- 
ters and repelled from others. A 
great volume of uneconomic and 
wasteful transportation has _ at- 
tended and the cost increased ac- 
cordingly. The grain milling and 
meat packing industries afford 
ample illustration, and the attend- 
ing conviction is readily apparent. 
The menaces in concentration are 
not limited to the retarding influ- 
ences on agriculture. Manifestly, 
the conditions and terms of rail- 
way transportation ought not 
be permitted to increase the unde- 
sirable tendency. We have a just 
pride in our great cities, but we 
shall find a greater pride in the 
nation, which has a larger distri- 
bution of its population into the 
country, where comparatively self- 
sufficient smaller communities 
may blend agricultural and manu- 
facturing interests in harmonious 
helpfulness and enhancement of 
good fortune. Such a movement 
contemplates no destruction of 
things wrought, of investments 
made, or wealth involved. It only 
looks to a general policy of trans- 
portation of distributed industry, 
and of highway construction, to 
encourage the spread of our popu- 
lation and restore the proper bal- 
ance between city and country. 


The problem may well have your | 


earnest attention. 

“It has been perhaps the proud- 
est claim of our American civlli- 
zation that in dealing with human 
relationships it has constantly 
moved toward such justice in dis- 
tributing the product of human 
energy that it has improved con- 
tinuously the economic status of 
the mass of people. Ours has been 
a highly productive social organ- 
ization. On the way up from the 
elemental stages of society we 
have eliminated slavery and serf- 
dom and are now far on the way 
to the elimination of poverty. 

“Through the eradication of il- 
literacy, and the diffusion of edu- 
cation, mankind has reached BN 
stage where we may fairly say that 
in the United States equality of 
opportunity has been attained, 
though all are not prepared to em- 
brace it. 

“There is, indeed, a too great 
divergence between the economic 
conditions of the most and the 
least favored classes in the com- 
munity. But even that divergence 
has now come to the point where 
we bracket the very poor and the 
very rich together as the least for- 
tunate classes. Our efforts may 
well be directed to improving the 
Status of both. 


Capital and Labor. 


“While this set of problems is 
commonly comprehended under 
the general phrase ‘capital and 
labor, it is really vastiv broader, 
labor has become a large contrib- 
utor. through its savings, to the 
stock of capital; while the people 
who own the largest § individual 
aggregates of capital are them- 
selves often hard and earnest 
laborers. Very often it is extreme- 
ly difficult to draw the line of de- 
marcation between the two 
groups; to determine whether a 
particular individual is entitled to 
be set down as laborer or as capi- 
talist. 

‘The right of laber to organize 
is just as fundamental and nec- 
essary as is the right of capitai to 
organize The right of labor to 
negotiate. to deal with and 
its particular problems in an or 
ganized way. through its chosen 
agents. is ‘tust as ex«fential ae ie 
the right of capital te organize, 
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to maintain corporations to limit 
the liabilities of stockholders. In- 
deed. we have come to recognize 
that the limited Hability of the 
citizen as a member of a labor 
organization closely parallels the 
limitation of liability of the citi- 
zen as a stockholder in a corpora- 
tion fer profit. Along this line of 
reasoning we shall make the 
greatest progress toward solution 
of our problem, capital and labor. 

“In the case of the corporation 
which enjoys the privilege of iim 
ited liability of stockholders, par- 
ticularly when engaged in public 
service. it 1s recognized that the 
outside public has a large concern 
which must be protected; and so 
we provide regulations, restrictions 
and in some cases detailed super- 
vision. Likewise, in the case of 
labor organizations, we might well 
apply similar and equally well-de- 
fined principles of regulation and 
supervision in order to conserve 
the public's interest as affected by 
their operations. 

“Just as it is not desirable that 
a corporation shall be allowed to 
impose undue exactions upon the 
public, so it is not desirable that a 
labor organization shall be per- 
mitted to exact unfair terms of 
employment or subject the public 
to actua! distreases in order to en- 
force its terms. 

Plans for Mediation. 

“Finally. just as we are earn- 
estiy seeking for procedures 
whereby to adjust and settle po- 
litical differences between nations 
without resort to war, 80 we may 
well look about for means to settle 
the differences between organized 
capital and organized labor with- 
out resort to those forms of war- 
fare which we recognize under the 
name of strikes. lockouts, boy- 
cotts and the like. 

‘‘As we have great bodies of law 
carefully regulating the organiza- 
tion and operations of industrial 
and financial corporations, as we 
have treaties and compacts among 
nations which look to the settle- 
ment of differences without the 
necessity of conflict of arms, so 
we might well have plans of con- 
ference, of common counsel, of 
mediation, arbitration and judicial! 
determination in controversies be- 
tween labor and capital. To ac- 
complish this would involve the 
necessity to develope a thomugh 
going code of practice in dealing 
with such affairs. It might be 
well to frankly set forth the supe- 
rior interest of the community as 
a whole to either the labor group 
or the capital group. With rights, 
privileges, immunities and modes 
of organization, thus carefully de- 
fined, it should be possible to set 
up judicial tribunals for the con- 
sideration and determination of 
all disputes which menace the 
public welfare. In an industrial 
society such as ours, the strike, 
the locKout and the boycott are as 
much out of place and as disas- 


trous in their results as is war or 


armed revolution in the domain of 
politics. The same disposition to 
reasonableness, to recognition of 
other sides’ point of view. the 
same provision of fair and recog- 


nized tribunals and processes ought 


to make it possible to solve the 
one set of questions as easily as the 
the other. I1 believe the solution 
is possible. 

“After each war, until the last, 
the Government has meen enabled 
to give homes to its returned sol- 
diers, and a large part of our set- 
tlement and development has at- 
tended this generous provision of 
land for the nation’s defenders. 

“There is yet unreserved ap- 
proximately 200,000,000 acres in 
the public domain, 20,000,000 
acres of which are known to be 
susceptible of reclamation and 
made fit for homes by provision for 
irrigation. 

Development of Lands. 

“The Government has been as- 
sisting in the development of its 
remaining lands, until the esti- 
mated increase in land values in 
the irrigated sections is fully 
3$500,000,000 and the crops of 1920 
alone on these lands are estimated 
to exceed $100,000,000. Under the 
law authorizing these expendi- 
tures for development the ad- 
vances are to be returned, and it 
would be good business for the 
Government to provide for the rec- 
lamation of the remaining 20,000,- 
000 acres, in addition to expedit- 
ing the completion of projects long 
under way. 

“Under what is known as the 
coal and gas lease law, applicable 
also to deposits of phosphates and 
other minerals on the public do- 
main, leases are now being made 
on the royalty basis and are pro- 
ducing large revenues to the Gov- 
ernment. Under this legislation, 
10 per centum of all royalties is to 
be paid directly to the Federal 
treasury and of the remainder 50 
per centum is to be used for rec- 
lamation of arid lands by tirriga- 
tion and 40 per centum is to be 
paid to the states in which the 
operations are located, to be used 
by them for school and road pur- 
poses. 

“These sources are so vast the 
Interior Department expresses tne 
belief that ultimately the present 
law will add@ in royalties and pay- 
ments to the treasuries of the 
Federal Government and the 
states containing these public 
lands a total of $12,000,000. This 
means, of course, an added wealth 
of many times that sum. These 
prospects seem to afford every 
justification of Government ad- 
vances in reclamation and irriga- 
tion. 

“Contemplating the inevitabie 
and desirable increase of popula- 
tion, there is another phase of rec- 
lamation iull worthy of consid- 
eration. There are 79,000,900 acres 
of sWamp and ecut-over lands 
which may be reclaimed and made 
ane Valuable as anv farm lands we 
These acres are largely 
located in Southern States, and 
the greater proportion ie owned by 
the States or by private citizena. 
(Congress hae a report of the sur-

Let us recall the maxim that the 
object of all fighting is to produce a 
state of mind in the aaversary, a 
state of mind conducive to a discon- 
tinuanee of the struggle and to sub- 
mission and acquiescence to the will 
of the victor.

N JUNE 25, 1919, I received 
Ojrom President Wilson the fol- 
lowing cabled message: 

My clear conviction is that the 
adoption of the treaty by the Sen- |

concert of nations as a rejection. 
We ought either to go in or stay 
out. To stay out would be fatal 
to the influence and even to the 
commercial prospects of the Unit- 
ed States, and to go in would give 
her a leading place in the affairs 
of the world. Reservations would 
either mean nothing or postpone 
the conclusion of peace, so far as 
America is concerned, until every 
other principal nation concerned 
in the treaty had found out by ne- 
gotiation what the _ reservations 
practically meant and- whether 
they could associate themselves 
with the United States on the | 
terms of the reservations or not. 

WOODROW WILSON. 


The President consistently held to 
the principle involved in this state- 
ment. To his mind the reservations 
offered by Senator Lodge constitutec 
a-Vvirtual nullification on the part of 
the United States of a treaty which 
was a contract, and which should be | 
amended through free discussion | 
among all the contracting parties. | 
He did not argue or assume that the 
covenant was a perfected document, | 
but he believed that, like our Amer-| 
ican Constitution, it should be adopt- 
ed and subsequently submitted to 
necessary amendment through the 
constitutienal processes of debate. | 
He was unalterably opposed to hav- | 
ing the United States put in the posi- 
tion of seeking exemptions and spe- 
cial privileges under an agreement 
which he believed was in the interest 
of the entire world, including our 
own country. Furthermore, he be-| 
lieved that the advocacy for reserva- 
tions in the Senate proceeded from | 
partisan motives and that In so far 
as there was a strong popular opin- 
ion in the country in favor of reser- 
vations it proceeded from the same 
sources from which had come the 
pro-German propaganda.

By his opposition to reservations 
the President was seeking to prevent 
Germany from taking through di- 
plomacy what she had been unable 
to get by her armies. 

Might Have Won With Health. 

The President was so confident of 
the essential rightness of the 
league and the covenant and of the 
inherent right-mindedness of the 
American people that he could not 
believe that the people would sanc- 
tion either rejection or emasculation 
of the treaty if they could be made 
to see the issue in all the sincerity 
of its motives and purposes, if parti- 
gan attack could be met with plain 
truth-speaking. It was to present 
the case to the people in what he 
considered its trwe light that he un- 
dertook the Western tour, and it was 
thus engaged that his health 
broke. Had he kept well and been 
able to lead in person the struggle 
for ratification. he might have won, | 
as he had previously by his deter- | 
mination and conviction broken | 
down stubborn to the, 
Federal Reserve System.

Notable Interview With Reed. 


I saw him express the Irish sense 
of gratitude in a striking way in the 
White House in my presence as the 
result of a conference in which the 
participants were the President and 
Senators Stone and Reed, both of 
Missouri. 

The incident arose out of Senator 
Reed's failure to get the President 
to agree to appoint an intimate 
friend of Reed's postmaster of St. 
Louls. Charges, many of them un- 
founded, had been made to the Post- 
master-General’s office against the 
Reed candidate, and, althourh Reed 


‘what is happening in my friend's 


case. My enemies in Missouri have 
conspired to destroy this man because 
he has been my friend and has 
fought my battles for me. This man 
whom I have asked you to appoint 
has been my campaign manager. He 
has visited my home, we have bees 
life-long friends and 1 will stake my 
life upon his reputation and upon his 
standing. But because he has been 
my friend he is now to be punished 
and now by your action you will 
complete the conspiracy that ts afoot 
to defeat and destroy him.’ 

The President then said: “But, 
Senator, I have tried to convince you 
that there is nothing personal in my 
attitude, and that I will appoint any 
other man you may name.” Where- 
upon, Senator Reed said: “If God 
Almighty Himself asked me te sur- 
render in this fight for my friend, I 
would not do it. I think I know you 
well enough to know that in the fight 
you had for your ideals and your 
friends at Princeton, you would sot 
have surrendered to anybody. I am 
fighting now for the reputation and 
the character of my friend, and you 
ought not to ask me to surrender him 
to his executioners.” 

The President was standing with 
his arms folded while the Senator 
was addreasing him and was evident - 
ly deeply touched by Reed's appeal. 
As Reed concluded his 
speech in behalf of his friend, quick- 
ly the President reached out his hand 
to Reed and said: “Senator, don’t 
surrender your friend: stick by him 


to the end and I will appoint him.” 


Whereupon he turned from the Sen- 
ators, walked over to the telephone 
which stood on my desk, called up 
the Postmaster-General] and directed 
him to send over to the Whité House 
at once the appointment of Sengtor 
Reed's friend for the postmastership 
at St. Louls. The Postmaster-Gener- 
al protested, but was overruled by 
the President. As the two Senators 
left my room, Senator Stone sald to 
Senator Reed: “By God, Jim, I told 
you so. There is a great man and a 
true friend. I told you he was « reg- 
ular fellow.” 


A Case of Gratitude.
